Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Jones-Roberts  and  Gentlemen, — 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1947. 
From  the  study  of  the  vital  statistics  over  the  past  years  it  is 
seen  that  the  Birth  Rate  is  the  highest  recorded  since  1924.  There 
was  a reduction  in  the  General  Death  Rate,  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate,  and  the  Maternal  Mortality  Rate,  compared  with  the 
previous  year. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  showed 
a further  decrease  and  has  declined  since  1941  by  over  6,000. 
Apart  from  the  estimated  population  of  37,375  in  1918,  the  esti- 
mated population  for  1947  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  Taking 
the  population  in  1941  as  the  highest  peak  in  the  population 
during  the  present  decade,  and  comparing  the  percentage  decrease 
in  population  in  the  various  districts,  the  highest  fall  in  population 
has  been  in  the  Barmouth  and  Towyn  districts  where  the  decrease 
has  been  over  25  per  cent.  The  smallest  decrease  has  been,  in  the 
Festiniog  district.  The  reverse  is  the  position,  however,  if  the 
population  is  compared  with  that  for  1938,  the  year  preceding  the 
war.  Barmouth  and  Towyn  areas  show  an  actual  increase  in 
population  while  the  Festiniog  area  shows  a decrease  of  over 
14  per  cent.

The  main  cause  of  death,  responsible  for  more  than  25  per  cent, 
of  the  deaths  was  diseases  of  the  heart,  while  intra-cranial  vascular 
diseases  together  with  other  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system 
accounted  for  one  sixth  of  the  total  deaths.  These  three  causes 
together  with  cancer  accounted  for  more  than  half  the  deaths 
throughout  the  year.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  tuberculosis,  the  death  rate  per  1,000  of  population 
being  the  highest  recorded  during  the  past  ten  years.

The  laboratories  established  at  Aberystwyth  and  Conway 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Minister  of  Health  provide  the 
necessary  services  for  the  bacteriological  examinations  of  swabs, 
etc.,  and  of  water. 

Ambulance  :

The  Council  provided  an  ambulance  stationed  at  Dolgelley, 
for  the  conveyance  of  infectious  cases  from  within  the  County. 
Ambulances  for  non-infectious  cases  were  provided  by  certain 
sanitary  authorities  and  voluntary  bodies. 

Nursing  in  the  Home,  Midwifery  and  Health  Visiting  : 

• f 

Nurses  employed  by  the  County  and  District  Nursing  Associa- 
tions carried  out  nursing  in  the  home  and,  by  arrangements  with 
the  County  Council,  Midwifery  and  Health  Visiting  throughout 
the  County.  An  annual  grant  is  made  by  the  County  Council 
to  the  Associations  for  these  services. 

The  non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  and  Superintendent 
Health  Visitor  is  Mrs.  Eleanor  Owen,  S.R.N.,  S..M.,  H.V.,  who 
also  acts  as  County  Superintendent  of  general  nursing. 

Hospitals  for  Infectious  Cases  : 

No  infectious  disease  hospital  is  owned  by  the  County  Council. 
Enquiries  were  made  regarding  the  possibility  of  establishing 
such  a hospital  at  an  ex-military  hospital  built  within  the  County, 
but  no  definite  action  was  taken.  Infectious  cases  requiring 
hospital  treatment  were  admitted  to  isolation  hospitals  at  Caer- 
narvon, St.  Asaph,  Wrexham  and  Aberystwyth. 

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics  : 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  made  for  ante- 
natal and  post-natal  clinics  from  those  existing  in  previous  years 
but  it  will  be  necessary  to  establish  more  frequent  clinics  to 
make  the  service  more  efficient. 
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Venereal  Diseases  : 

Treatment  of  cases  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  was  carried 
out  mostly  at  the  Bangor  and  Wrexham  centres.  Arrangements . 
were  made  for  certain  treatment  to  be  carried  out  by  general 
practitioners  following  examination  of  the  patients  and  advice 
by  the  V.D.  Specialists. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  : 

Clinics  were  established  at  the  centres  shown  in  the  table. 
Some  clinics  have  been  well  attended.  Most  of  the  clinics  have 
been  held  in  chapel  vestries,  church  halls  or  similar  buildings. 
In  the  most  populated  areas  the  Council  might  consider  building 
or  adapting  suitable  premises  for  this  purpose  which  could  also 
provide  for  school  clinics  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  : 

Various  schemes  for  improving  the  water  supplies  and  sewerage 
schemes  were  submitted  from  some  of  the  County  Districts  under 
the  Kural  Water  Supplies  Act,  1944.  These,  >vere  submitted  to 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  consideration.  ,
